tation, Elon. Geo. P. Smith, min- 
ister of education, told the house 
‘Tuesday night, in explaining am 
endments to the School Ordin- 
ance, the School Assessment Or- 
dinance, the School Grants Act 
and the School Attendance Act. 
Mr. Smith said that the applica- 
tions from rural boards asking 
special authority to raise the limi- 
tation, which can be granted by 
the minister, were becoming 
numerous that the limitation 
might as well be removed cntire-
